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DETAILED Final ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1-08-02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

A. Applicant argues that Title 37, Code of Federal Regulations, does not require 
section headings in the specification of a patent application. This argument is not persuasive 
because as provided in 37 CFR 1.77(b) the specification of a utility application should include 
ordered section headings. If no text follows the section heading, the phrase "NOT 
APPLICABLE" should follow the section heading. See the arrangement of the specification 
below. Applicant is required to provide appropriate headings as set forth in 37 CFR 1.77 and 
MPEP 608-01(a). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 17-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Applicant has not provided a detailed explanation of the technology of a flotation cell 
in the present invention. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the disclosure does 
not include proper section headings. Appropriate correction is required. 
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The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility 
application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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4. Claims 17- 23 and 26-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Schofield (2,033,306). 

A. With regards to claims 17 and 19, Schofield teaches a flotation cell (12) including 
a structure defining an outlet opening (13) for discharging concentrate from the flotation cell 

(12) , the flotation cell (12) also including a flow measuring arrangement (Fig. 6) for measuring 
concentrate flow through the outlet opening (13). The flow measuring arrangement comprises an 
elongate sensor element (14,14a) mounted relative to said structure in a manner that allows 
movement of the sensor element relative to said structure under the influence of flow of 
concentrate through the outlet opening (13)(CoL3, lines 7-13). The sensor element (14, 14a) 
having a length dimension that extends over substantially the entire dimension of the outlet 

(13) (Fig.2) and having a width dimension that is substantially less than the length dimension of 
the sensor element (14,14a) and a measuring device (31) for detecting the position of the sensor 
element (14,14a)(Col.3, lines 46-50). 

B. With regards to claims 18 and 19, Schofield teaches a flotation cell (12) wherein 
the measuring device (3 1) is an angle transmitter (Col.3, lines 46-50). 

C. With regards to claims 20-23, Schofield teaches a flotation cell (12) wherein the 
flow measuring arrangement includes a horizontal shaft (16) that is pivotally mounted above the 
outlet opening (13)(Fig.2), the sensor element (14,14a) is attached to the horizontal shaft 
(16)(Col. 3, lines 19-20). 

D. With regards to claims 26 and 27, Schofield teaches a flotation cell (12) wherein 
said structure is a drain chute and collecting pipe (Fig.6). 
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E. With regards to claims 28 and 29, Schofield teaches a flotation cell (12) wherein 
the flow measuring arrangement includes a calibration means/movable weight (24)(Col.3, lines 
36-41). 

F. With regards to claim 30, Schofield teaches a flotation cell (12) wherein the flow 
measuring arrangement includes a horizontal shaft (16) that is pivotally mounted to said structure 
above the outlet opening (13), the sensor element (14,14a) is a rod/plate (Fig.6) that is attached 
to the horizontal shaft (16) and extends downwards therefrom, and the measuring device (31) is 
an angle transmitter for measuring deflection of the sensor element. 



5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 24 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Schofield (2,033,306) in view of Banner (3,914,994). 

A. Schofield teaches a flotation cell (12) but lacks including a control system and 
display unit. Banner teaches a control system and display unit (Fig. 1; Col. 2, lines 5-41). It 
would have been obvious at the time of the invention to one having ordinary skill in the art to 
modify Schofield to include a control system and display unit as taught by Banner to indicate and 
analyze liquid flow conditions.
